the bottom. 

Roses dropped from its deck will dot the 
waters as it sinks, taps will be sounded, and 
the cruiser North Carolina will point its 
prow northward to bring home the last of 
the todies of the men who met death when 
the Maine was blbwn up in Havana harbor 
on the night of Feb. 15, 1898. 

Many View Victims’ Caskets. 

This afternoon the public admitted to 
view the caskets containing t the remains of 
sixty-five members of the crew of the Maine. 
which lay in state in the municipal counci! 
chamber, oon rted for the purpose into an 
imposing morjuary chapel. 

The walls were draped with black, and at 

the upper end of the chamber a gilded altar 
blazed with innumerable wax candles. The 
easkets were ranged round the walls, cov- 
ered with black and draped with Cuban and 
American ensigns, 
* Numerous floral offerings were laid on thie 
coffins, including wreaths from the city of 
Havana, the Cuban navy, the Spanish war 
veterans, and various societies. 


Will Be Buried in America. 

Hundreds passed through the hall to pay 
their last tribute to the dead sailors. The 
lying in state will continue during the night 
and until 10 o' clock tomorrow morning, 
when the caskets will be carried to the Ca- 
balleria wharf between nes of Cuban sol- 
diers presenting arms.

LONDON, March 18.— The troops stationed 
at Tatung-Fu, in the province of Shan-si, 
mutinied today, according toa dispatch from 
Tientsin received here. 

The same dispatch reports that Prince 
Tuan, whose son was at one time selected as 
heir to the Chinese throne, has issued sey- 
eral decrees which are signed .“‘ Emperor 
of Shensi-Si and Kan-Su.“ 

Prince Tuan is a member of the imperial 
clan. The district in which he has started 
his movement is the one from which reports 
have been received that Gen. Shen-Yun was 
marching on Peking at the head of 10,000 
Manchus. 

The official decree of January, 1900, naming 
Prince Tuan’s son Mukwei heir to the throne 
was annulled afterwards and Prince Tuan 
was sentenced to banis&ment for life. He 
was in Peking in disguise, however, in 1008, 
but later was reported to have sought refuge 
in a secluded village in the province of 
Shan-BSi. °

Promising as 


a Cub Outfielder.

New Orleans, La. March 15.—[{Special.J— 
No recruit of the 1912.crop jn either big cir- 
cult has seen more major e service on 
more teams than Ward Taylor Miller, the 
comeback candidate for the Cubs outfield. 
Miller has been on the Cubs’ roster once be- 
fore, and has belonged to two other National 
league clubs since he began his major league 
candidacy in the fall of 1908. In spite of 
his many jobs this will be Miller's sixth year 
in organised baseball, making him a com- 
parative youngster after all. 

Few players in the game today have had 
a more varied career or one embracing mo 
vicissitudes. Miller started out as a catcher, 
and it was in that role that he began play- 
ing professionally with the Rock Island 
team in the Three Eyes league in 1906. An 
injury to one of the outfielders compelled 
him to play in the vacant garden, and his 
work there convinced his manager as well 
as Miller that behind the bat was no place 
for him. 


= 

But 1906 was~a season of many changes 
for Miller. The Rock Island club first sent 
him to Fort Dodge, then to Waterloo, and 
in the fall the St. Paul club drafted him 
into the American association. The spring 
of 1907 found Miller in Madison, Wis., 
whither he had been farmed out by St. 
Paul. He contracted fever and spent seven 
weeks of the season in the hospital, revert- 
ing to St. Paul on his recovery. 

When the following spring came St. Paul 
planted Miller in Wausau, and it was froni 
that club the Cubs grabbed him in the fall 
of 1908 But for a case of crossed wires 
the outfielder might still belong to St. Paul, 
es owner Lennon had arranged to have him 
purchased by another club owner for the 
purpose of covering the player up and leav- 
ing him still in the service of St. Paul.

S. A. B. writes: I had hoped that your 
article on- Small Familes would state whet 
all writers on this subject seem te have 


tinction between death rate and death per- 
centage. It ie no scientific discovery that 
the death rate in big families is greater than 
the death rate in small families. It could 
not be otherwise. Where a larger number of 
children are born and consequently exposed 
to sickness and death, there are bound to be 
more deaths. But it does not necessarily 
follow that the percentage of deaths in the 
big family is greater than in the small fam- 
ily. If the large family is given decent 
social and indiatrial conditions under which 
to iveand grow—a natural right that soctety 
is now denying them—it is my opinion that 
there Will be among the children of large 
families a greater percentage of survivals 
than among the children of small families, a 
conclusion justified by statistics, which seem 
to indleate that the physical condition of 
50 per cent of the male portion of the popula- 
tion of marriageable age te not comme il 
faut; and this approximately 50 per cent 
includes, I belleve, only a small portion of the 
so-called poorer class, saved from inclu- 
sion not on account of any superior sense of 
morality but rather by virtue of proneness 
tod early marriage and their conspicuous 
fecundity. Is it not a fact that, for the big 
death rate among the chfldren of the poor, 


society, and not the existence of a large fam- 


ily, is to blame? The large family cannot 
be considered an evil per aa Society, how- 
ever, ia at fault, when it makes the raising 
of a large family a hardship to 
parents, and almost an tmpossibility to the 
poor. The remedy, if remedy is needed, lies 
not in the reduction of the size of a family 
but in the increase in the earnings of the 
members of the family.”

E ister Asquith has just appointed to be 
his private secretary, is the next heir 
to his ummarried and recluse brother, 
the fifteenth Earl of Perth, eleventh 
Viscount Strathallan, hereditary Thane of 
Lennox, and chief of the great Scottish clan 
of. Drummond. 

Eric Drummond ts a man of about 86, who 
for the last twelve years has been connected 
with the English foreign office, usually in 
the capacity of private secretary to the under 
secretary of state, and is married to the late 
Lord Herries’ daughter, the Hon. Angela 


Norfolk. 

Thanks to his wife, to whom her sister, 
the duchess, abandoned the greater portion of 
the paternal inheritance, Eric Drummond 
is well off. But his elder brother is in strait- 
ended circumstances, and two years ago was 
obliged to offer for sale Strathallan castle, 
his ancestral home in Perthshire, which is 
now in the possession of Sir James Roberts, 
@ great alpaca manufacturer, who, on re- 
ceiving a baronetcy, became smitten with 
social aspirations and the desire to appear 
as A great Scottish land owner and laird. 

Tt is a superb old place, on the river Earn, 
the estate extending over some 6,000 acres. 
Lord Perth lives unobtrusively in Machany, 
near by, in fact within sight of thecaatie.

The first Viscount Strathallan was the 
Hon. William Drummond of Cromlix, young- 
eset son of John Drummond second Lord 
Maderty. He served King Charles II., was 
taken prisoner at the battle of Worcester by 
the Roundheads, from whom he. escaped, 


| and made his way to Russia; took service 


with the czar, who in course of time appoint- 
ed him governor of Smolensko and a general 
of his army. 

After the restoration in England he re- 
turned to Scotland, became member of par- 
Hament for Perthshire, was imprisoned ow- 
ing to some misconception of his political 

principles, and then the mistake was reme- 
died by knighthood. Eventually he became 

general of ordnance, succeeded to his fa- 
ther’s honors as third Lord Maderty. and, 
in 1688. was created first Viscount Strathal- 
lam and Lord Drummond of Cromiix. 

The fourth viscount was commander 
chief of the young pretender’s forces in Scot- 
land and was killed at the battle of Cullo- 
den. His younger brother, Andrew, went to 
London as financial agent of the Jacobites 
and founded the Drummonds bank at Charing

partners.

The house of Drummond dates back to 
what is almost the legendary portion of 
Scottish history. According to family lore 
still extant its founder was Maurice, a Hun- 
garian nobleman, who came to Scotland in 
the trein of Edgar Atheling and of his sister 
Margaret, who afterwards became the wife 
of King Malcolm Canmora 

Edgar and Margaret were fleeing from 
William the Conqueror when @ storm drove 
thelr vessel on the Scottish coast, and it is 
said that it was mainly due to the skillful 
navigation of Maurice that the royal fugi- 
tives were able to land in safety at St. Mar- 
garet’s Hope, which is now becoming, under 
the name of Rosyth, the greatest naval base 
of the British fleet and converted into an- 
other Portsmouth, both as regards defenses, 
docks, and arsenals. 

For his services the Hungarian was re- 


“warded by King Malcolm, who gave him 


certain lands in the shires of Dumbarton, 
Stirling, and elsewhere, creating him at the 
same time Thane of Lennox:

Starting Plants in the House. 
r BY EBEN E. REXFORD. 


HE enthusiastic flower lover can never get 
rid of the longing to get the start of the 

n by starting plants for the sum- 
mer garden into growth in the house— 


until she has tried it once or twice. Then. 


as @ general thing, she is satisfied to wait for 
the time to come when seed sowing can be done 
out of doors. 

From what I have 4 above the reader will 
get the impression that I am not inclined to 
look with favor upon the house starting plan. 
and this conclusion will be the correct one. 
And the reason why I do not encourage the 
practice is this: Unless the young and tender 
seedlings are given proper care they will either 
die before the time comes when it would be safe 
to set thera out in the ground, or they will be 
so weak that they will be more likely to die 
than live when they are put out. If they do 
live they will be so weak that they lag far be- 
hind plants grown from seed sown in the open 
ground, and, as a consequence, they will never 
be satisfactory. Such being the case, why 
should one go to the trouble of attempting to 
start them in the house? 

But the experience of the many does not do 
away with the fact that good plants can be 
grown from seed sown early in the seagon, in 
pots or boxes, provided they are given the right 
kind. of care. 

2 

As general thing they are kept too warm, 
too wet, and given too little fresh air. A tem- 
berature of 60 degrees is quite enough to insure 
healthy germination and development. Instead 
or that they get one of 75 or 80 degrees, and 
often more. The soil should never be wet, but 
simply moist, and kept as evenly so as possible. 
If it is well watered today. and allowed to get 
quite dry tomorrow we need not expect to grow 
good plants in it. And if no fresh air is ad- 
mitted the poor little things are obliged to 
breathe over and over the air from which the 
human occupants of the room have extracted 
most of its life giving qualities. Is it any won- 
der that plants grown under such conditions 
should fail? 

Now tf you feel as if you must try your luck 
at this phase of gardening, by all means go at 
it in the right way, and keep at it in the right 
way until your seedlings are ready to be put 
out of doors. If you do not do this they will 
quitely likely be ready to go outside long before 
planting time! 

Do not attempt to grow your plants in the 
living room, but in some room adjoining where 
a sufficient amount of heat can be depended 
on to meet their requirements, and into which 
fresh air can be admitted freely on every pleas- 
ant day. Regulate the heat by a thermometer, 
to blow. guessing at it. Do not allow cold air 
to blo wdirectly upon the young plants, but, if 
possible, let it into the room through some win- 
dow at some distance from them, so that it 
can mig with the air of the room before it 
reaches them. Give them all the sunshine pos- 
sibe and keep them close to the glass. But be 
sure there are no cracks about the window, for 
a draft of cold air may be death to them at this 
stage of their existence. 

— 

Great care must be taken as regards water- 
ing. Never dash it upon them in a shower. 
Pour it lightly upon the soll, and let it run in 
among them and settle into the soil about them 
slowly. This part of the work cannot be done 


in a hurry if you would have it done well. Tos 


dash water over them from the nozzle of a 
watering pot will do more harm than good, for 
it will wash some out of the soil and break 
down others. Never make the soil wet, but be 
sure it is moist all through, and get this as- 
surance from examination daily. Never take it 
for granted that everything is as it ought to be. 
That's where so many fail. 

If you folloW these instructions—not for a 
week or a month, but from the time you sow 
the seed to the time your seedlings are ready 
to go out of doors—you can grow good plants 
from seed in the house, but—you see, the 
trouble.is that most persons fail to live up to 
the instructions patiently and persistently. 
They start out well, but they get careless and 
neglect their plants,’ and then comes failure. « 

Sow the seed in light, fine soil, preferably in 
shallow pana or boxes.

Economical Housekeeping 
Noodle Making. 


BY JANES EDDING#s ON. 
HEN a cook who is accustomed to using 


the manufactured pastes wants to have 


something thet will take the plage of 

a vegetable and make but little bread 

. she prepares noodles and 

cooks them in the soup or with pot vanes or 
spiced meat, or frys them, etc. 

It might not be worth while, yet it might 
be „ g for a cook to follow out the 
directions of different noodle makers in order 
to discover all the characteristics of noodles 
or what is absolutely the best method. But, 
even so, what she considers the best might, not 
be that most favored by another. 

Of course there is a great difference in flours, 
and there ts elso a difference in the amounts of 
liquids in different eggs. But there oyght.to 
he some measurable average between the wide- 
ly varying amounts as given in different recipes. 

The fact is that nearly every one puts in 
what flour she needs, a as stiff or as 
soft as she can handle it. en à little milk 
or water is added to the egg, of course, she can 
use more flour. 

— 


The following recipes pes ye eons 
methods and different uses made of them in 
different homes, one distinctly German: 

German Noodles,—Sift a pint of flour into 
a bowl with a pinch of salt. Break into this 
one egg and slowly mix in the flour with a fork 
until firm enough to handle. Then knead into 
a firm dough, let stand ten minutes, roll out 
thin, and hang up to dry. But do not let it get 
too dry, and keep well floured. When partly 
dry, fold. together and cut into fine, long strips 
with a sharp knife. 

Fried Noodles I.—Beat one egg and add suffi- 
clent flour to form a soft dough. Roll thin as 
paper and let it dry a little. Roll into a roll 
and cut thin. Shake out and set aside to dry 
thoroughly. Boil ten or twelve minutes in 
salted water, remove, and drain. Put a large 
piece of butter in a f pan, add the noodles 
and about one-fourth of a om of bread crumbs. 
Let brown for about Pwo: minutes and serve. 


Fried Noodles II. —Sirt about one cup and a 
half of flour on to a baking board. Make a 
hollow.in the center and drop in an egg and a 
little salt with .ohe-half-an egg shell full of 
cold water. Beat the egg with a fork, .grad- 
ually adding flour. Form into a bell and eut 
in half. Roll out thin and lay on a clean towel 
for about half an hour. Roll and cut fine. Boil 
in salted boiling water about ten minutes, drain, 
and fry in dripping and a little butter. 


Drop Noodles for Four.—One egg, three table-. 


speons of cold water, two tablespoons of sifted 
flour, a pinch of salt. Beat the egg and the 
water until light, then add flour and salt and 
beat until smooth. Have a kettle of water just 
at the boiling point with a little salt in it. 
Drop your noodies in from tne spoon s'owly, 
and, as they come to the top, lft them out 
with a skimming spoon and we them into hot 
boulllon.

Noodles au Gratin — Yolks of four eggs, a 
little water, and one cup of flour. Mix to a 
stiff? dough, roll out in thin pieces, and leave 
for a little while, then cut into long &trips. 
Boil and salt some water and cook the noodles 
in it for five minutes. Drain them in a colan- 
der-and rinse them with cold water: Make 
white sauce and grate some cheese into it.

“ Every employer can help to fight the loan 
shark and ‘protect the unwary employé 
against the usurious interest to be paid. 

“Every store should organize an Employés' 
Beneficial association or Cotperative Loan 
society, officered by yearly elected employés 
and .meintained by trifling monthly dues. 
When a man or woman has occasion to need | 
a few dollars it can be given without any 
publicity. The money can be repaid in time 
by the individuals as their conditions allow, 
without humiliating the employé or having 
to pay enormous rates of interest. 


Would Avert Start to Ruin. : 

“ Occasion arises, and frequently, through 
Umess or death in a family, with money 
rather scarce. If any employé knowe where 
the amount needed can be asked for and 
given without any great sacrifices, it would 
keep Many people on the right path and 
away from the road to ruin. 

“Money often given for charity would not 
be needed if the man giving it would investi- 
gate conditions in his owm business, among 
his people. 

“Help your employés to fight the loan 

by starting a fund from which they 
y borrow when adverse financial condi- 
tions confromt them and they have no other 

“The loan shark myst be driven from 
every city, for with whomever he comes in 
contact he spreads evil and degredation, 
pulling his victim down into mire from which 
there is no escape. wee
